Mum gets 
ban over 
neglect of 
pet rabbits 

A MOTHER has been 
banned from keeping ani¬ 
mals for 10 years after a 
court heard she kept her 
rabbits in “filthy” hutches 
and failed to get them proper 
treatment for painful ear 
mites. 

Sara Davis, of Brierley 
Hill, had five rabbits seized 
by the RSPCA from her old 
home in Cradley Heath, and 
will now also lose her two 
dogs, three cats and kitten. 

Dudley magistrates also 
ordered her to do 50 hours 
community service and pay 
£200 towards the RSPCA’s 
costs, said to total £6,852. 

Davis, aged 31, of Bent 
Street, Brierley Hill, admit¬ 
ted two charges of causing 
unnecessary suffering to a 
rabbit between April 22 and 
May 20 and two charges, 
between May 6 and 20, of not 
taking reasonable steps to 
ensure the rabbits had an 
hygienic environment. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the RSPCA 
went to her former address 
in Meadow Walk, Cradley 
Heath, and found “filthy” 
hutches. 

The inspector seized five 
of the 16 rabbits kept there 
and fed the rest. Mrs Sutton 
said two of the rabbits had 
severe encrustation of mites 
on their ears. 

Mr Phillip Haycock, 
defending, said: “This was a 
case of neglect, rather than 
deliberate, sadistic behav¬ 
iour.” 

Meeting on 
church fight 

A group fighting to re¬ 
open a Dudley church will 
update members on the cam¬ 
paign to take over responsi¬ 
bility for the building at 
meeting later this month. 

The St John’s Church 
Preservation Group is draw¬ 
ing up a business plan and 
will submit an application to 
lease the building to the 
Church Commissioners. 

The group will discuss the 
proposals further at a meet¬ 
ing at the Quality Hotel in 
Birmingham Road on Janu¬ 
ary 30 at 7pm. 


POKE VOW TO FIND 

BETTY'S MURDERER 


by Adam Burling 


Police have vowed they “would not rest” until they have 
caught the killer of popular, retired teacher Betty Yates, 
who was murdered in her remote Bewdley cottage. 


Mrs Yates, aged 77, died from a single knife wound after being attacked at her secluded 
cottage off Dowles Road. A murder investigation has been launched by police who say they 
are looking into possible motives - including the theory she was stabbed after disturbing 
burglars. Officers are trying to piece together her movements in the hours before she died. 


Tributes paid 
to a 'vivacious 
and true lady' 

Tributes have been paid to Mrs Yates, who 
was described as a “vivacious and popular per¬ 
son” and a “true lady.” 

Her children David and Hazel led the trib¬ 
utes, saying: “Our mother was a vivacious, 
independent and popular person. She had a 
lovely character and was extremely caring. 
She was also very fit and active for her age. 

“Naturally we are extremely shocked and 
saddened at the manner of her death and at 
this time we do not know whether we will ever 
come to terms with that. 

“Thankfully we were able to spend some 
quality time together when we all got together 
over Christmas and those are now our final, 
treasured memories. We will always remem¬ 
ber her with love and affection - as well as 
being our mother she was a true lady. 

Understand 

“We do not understand why or how anybody 
could have done this and we would urge any¬ 
one who has any idea about who is responsible 
or has any information at all to come forward 
and tell the police.” 

Former pupils gathered for a candlelit vigil 
outside her home on Sunday, organised by 
Verity Worthington, 29, of St John’s Avenue, 
Kidderminster. 

“I was out walking my dog along the River 
Severn back in November and she was walk¬ 
ing the other way. We got talking and 
arranged to meet for a coffee which we did,” 
she said. 

“It was great seeing her again. Her loss is a 
tragedy. She was an inspiring teacher who 
went the extra mile and was really before her 
time.” 


In a direct appeal to the culprit, DCI Neil 
Jamieson said: “We will not rest until 
Betty’s killer is caught and I would appeal 
directly to that person not to wait until 
that happens and contact us now.” 

There have been more than 80 calls from 
the public since the probe was launched 
and police say they have “a number of 
leads”. 

They are now looking at CCTV footage 
from arterial roads outside the town and 
are also searching fields, woodland and 
rural areas in the surrounding 16 acres. 
Forensic experts are expected to remain at 
the property for days to come. 

It is thought the killer may have dis¬ 
carded some clothing after fleeing her 
£300,000 home. 

Mrs Yates was a member of the Bewdley 
Civic Society and an active participant of 
the Wyre Forest University of the Third 
Age, an activities group for older people. 

Secluded 

She had lived alone at the cottage since 
the death of her husband, Raymond, seven 
years ago. It is in a secluded spot. 

Friends are said to have urged her to 
move home, closer to the community a but 
she had always refused as the house had 
good memories of her husband. 

She is survived by a son and daughter 
and had only recently celebrated her 77th 
birthday on December 28. 

DCI Jamieson said a knife found at the 
scene was believed to be the murder 
weapon. He added Mrs Yates had other 
injuries but would not give further details. 

Detectives are focusing on the hours 
between when Mrs Yates was last seen by 
friends on Monday afternoon last week and 
the following morning. The former teacher 
of St Johns C of E Middle School in Kid¬ 
derminster and Foley First School in 
Streetly was found dead by police last 
Wednesday at about 9am.

Probe on Facebook message 


THE AUTHOR of a Facebook message that 
claimed Mrs Yates was killed by an attacker 
who broke into her home has been traced by 
detectives in the murder inquiry. 

The message, which suggested knowledge 
of events surrounding her death, was taken 
down before police were aware of it. But it 
was reported by other visitors to the site. 

The comment claimed Mrs Yates, aged 77, 
discovered a trespasser in her home off 
Dowles Road and he “panicked” and 
stabbed her because she “told him off”. 


It added there was “meant to be a clean 
sweep” of the Riverscroft cottage. 

The message read: “She wasnt meant 2 b 
home, the lad panikd and stabd her cus she 
told off 4 bein in her house. It was meant 2 
b a clean sweep but she was home, she did¬ 
n’t stand chance.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Neil Jamieson 
said that police had spoken to the author of 
the comment and that it was “another line 
of inquiry”. 


Force pays 
£250,000 
overtime 
on rioting 

INVESTIGATING and 
tracking down the culprits of 
last year’s summer riots has 
cost West Midlands Police 
£250,000 in overtime alone. 

Officers clocked up 12- 
hour shifts and all leave was 
cancelled after unprece¬ 
dented scenes of rioting and 
looting in Wolverhampton, 
West Bromwich and Birm¬ 
ingham. 

The subsequent investiga¬ 
tion still involves up to 50 
officers who are working on 
identifying offenders who 
have not yet been caught. 

The cost represents 20 per 
cent of the force’s annual 
£1.3 million spend on police 
overtime. 

West Midlands Police is in 
the process of trying to cut 
costs as the impact of £126m 
in Government budget cuts 
bite. 

Police Authority finance 
chief, councillor Bob Jones, 
said today: “The spending 
on overtime during the riots 
was absolutely crucial. 

“The revised tactics used 
by West Midlands Police, 
where we led the country on 
tackling the problem, was 
only manageable by having 
the right number of profes¬ 
sionals on the ground. 

“That couldn’t have been 
achieved without spending 
the money. ” 

The August riots saw 
hooligans gathering to fight 
with police and loot. The bill 
for overtime resulted from 
the force having to deploy 
officers at short notice. 

£2.1m site 
for the arts 

A FORMER glasshouse, 
which was part of the Royal 
Doulton factory in Stour¬ 
bridge, is being transformed 
into a £2.1million centre for 
the arts. 

Work has begun to refur¬ 
bish the Lower Glasshouse 
on the site of the Ruskin 
Glass Centre in Amblecote. 

The venue will be used for 
art exhibitions and events 
and will also provide train¬ 
ing and apprenticeship 
opportunities for future 
glassmakers. 
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JB's revamp bigger than first thought 


FORMER Dudley nightclub JB’s 
has been completely gutted as part 
of a revamp to bring the landmark 
back into use. 

New owner Raj Kumar had hoped 
the nightspot would reopen as a live 
music and club venue by Christmas. 

He said the works were now 
under way, but that they were much 
bigger than anticipated. Mr Kumar 
took on JB’s with a final bid of 
£225,000 at an auction in Septem¬ 


ber. “It has needed a total refit, it is 
more work than we had anticipated 
so we are busy at the moment,” he 
said. 

“It will take longer than we 
thought it would but we are pro¬ 
gressing. 

Completed 

“We hope to get the floor down 
soon but I expect there to be more 
completed by the end of the month.” 


He vowed to keep the tradition of 
live music at the nightclub after 
fears were raised the venue had an 
uncertain future. Former owner and 
founders Sam Jukes and Sid Weston 
had put the club on the market with 
mounting debts in 2010. 

It hosted legends such as Robert 
Plant, Manic Street Preachers, U2 
and The Stone Roses over its illus¬ 
trious 42-year lifespan. 

The club was first launched as a 


250-capacity venue in King Street, 
Dudley, by Mr Jukes alongside Sid 
Weston, John Bryant and John 
Weston. It moved to its current 
home in Castle Hill - which can fit 
in 950 - in 1994. The club went into 
administration in September 2010 
due to Mr Jukes’ ailing health and 
debts of £450,000. 

It went on the market for 
£350,000, which dropped to 
£325,000 after several months. 


500 await decision on

More than 500 people have backed plans for 
a crossing on a road once labelled one of the 
most dangerous in Britain. Locals have been 
given the chance to have their say on propos¬ 
als for the A456 in Hayley Green, Halesowen. 


MP accused 
of hypocrisy 
over winter 
fuel payouts 

A BLACK COUNTRY MP 
has hit back at criticism 
from Labour opposition who 
called him “hypocritical” for 
backing a charity trying to 
cut unnecessary winter 
deaths. 

Dudley South MP Chris 
Kelly came under fire for 
signing up to the Age UK 
Winter Pledge, saying last 
year more than 3,300 people 
aged over 65 across the West 
Midlands died unnecessarily 
during the previous winter 
and it “must come down”. 

Labour Councillor Ian 
Jones, Sandwell’s jobs and 
economy chief, however 
questioned how the MP 
could campaign to cut 
unnecessary winter deaths, 
after winter fuel payments 
were cut by Government. 

Mr Kelly MP said: “I 
realise some people are dis¬ 
appointed their Winter Fuel 
Payment is less than last 
year. The temporary 
increase will not be paid this 
winter. 

“If the Government does 
not take steps now to ensure 
we live within our means 
we’ll end up paying higher 
taxes or making deeper 
spending cuts just to pay off 
our debt. We will also bur¬ 
den our children and grand¬ 
children with the bills for 
the previous Government’s 
mistakes.” 


Hundreds have cam¬ 
paigned for the last eight 
years for the road to be 
made safer. 

The road, which featured 
in an ITV documentary in 
2004, was dubbed the second 
most dangerous in Britain - 
and families have to cross it 
each day to reach Lutley Pri¬ 
mary School. 

A decision will be made in 
the coming weeks on 
whether the plans can go 
ahead. 

There are fears someone 
could be killed after a 91- 
year-old man was hit by a 
car on the carriageway last 
year, suffering a broken arm. 

Local councillors say 
pedestrians “take their lives 
in their hands” there. 

Dudley Council has held a 
consultation into plans for a 
signal-controlled pedestrian 
crossing near the junction 
with Hayley Park Road. 

Children 

Local councillor Ken 
Turner, said parents and 
their children find it almost 
impossible to cross the road. 

There have been a num¬ 
ber of near misses and he 
claims drivers often break 
the 40mph speed limit, leav¬ 
ing pedestrians struggling to 
get across the road in time, 
he said. 

Families have to cross the 
carriageway to reach the 
school. Residents from the 
Waugh Drive housing estate 
also cross to the local gro¬ 
cery shop. 

Councillor Turner said: 
“After eight years of hard 
slog we are finally getting 
somewhere. 

“I am so pleased people 
will finally be able to cross 
the road safely and children 
can walk to school instead of 
being driven,” he added.

Married Derek Smith quit 
as director of finance and 
resources post before an offi¬ 
cial inquiry could be com¬ 
pleted. 

He had worked for West 
Midlands Police for 20 years, 
helping lead the force 
through a £750 million cuts 
plan and had advised the 
Government on charging for 
police services. He has now 
offered to pay the cash back. 

An investigation is ongo¬ 
ing by the force’s profes¬ 
sional standards department 
in to the conduct of the 
woman, a member of the 
back office staff. 

It has emerged the pair 
checked into a Manchester 
hotel, and Mr Smith charged 
the full £200 to the force. 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Lee Page said 
the force’s professional stan¬ 
dards unit was “made aware 
of an allegation of miscon¬ 
duct against two members of 
police staff” in November.

WORK to install a new roof 
at a church near Kiddermin¬ 
ster to deter metal thieves is 
expected to start later this 
month. 

The lead roof at St 
Cassian’s Church in Chad- 
desley Corbett is being 
replaced. 

The roof will be covered 
with a form of stainless steel 
after being targeted by 
thieves. It is believed to be 
one of the first in the region 
to use the material to deter 
the attacks. 

The Rev Hugh Burton 
said it was hoped work could 
start later this month.

Thieves hit the 12th 
century church twice within 
a month over the summer, 
leaving water pouring in 
through the roof of the side 
chapel.

Post pays out £560,000 in compensation

ROYAL Mail paid out more than £560,000 
compensation in 12 months after post was 
damaged or reported missing in the West 
Midlands, latest figures reveal. 

The bill followed 55,065 complaints 
from residents which resulted in 28,702 
compensation payments at an average of 
£19 

Figures for the B, DY, ST, WV and WS 
postcodes, which cover the Black Country 
and Birmingham, Staffordshire and Kid¬ 
derminster areas show a total of £569,426 
was paid out in 2010/11. 

The highest number of complaints were 


about mail which went astray. But prob¬ 
lems were also logged about post being 
delivered to the wrong address or being 
delayed. 

The figures have been revealed in the 
company’s annual report for the past 
financial year. 

Payments 

They show that there were 15,118 pay¬ 
ments made in Sandwell and Birmingham 
totalling £360,133. In Wolverhampton, the 
bill was £41,849 following 5,690 com¬ 
plaints. Residents in Walsall, Cannock and 
Lichfield were paid £43,975 while the bill 


for Stafford and north Staffordshire was 
£86,138. There were 4,653 complaints 
made by people living in Dudley, Stour¬ 
bridge and Kidderminster and Royal Mail 
awarded compensation of £37,331. 

During the 12-month period, a total of 
£12,521,929 was paid out nationwide fol¬ 
lowing 1,230,398 complaints. 

But more than 90 per cent of Midlands 
first class mail was delivered the next 
working day, according to the report. 

Royal Mail had delivery rates of 90.1 to 
93.5 per cent in Wolverhampton, Dudley, 
Walsall, Sandwell and parts of Stafford¬ 


shire in 2010/11. Bosses said the time 
period covered some of the worst weather 
conditions in living memory. 

New postal delivery routes are being 
rolled out across the West Midlands and 
Staffordshire as part of an overhaul of 
services in the region. Changes to the mail 
delivery service are being introduced by 
Royal Mail over the next 18 months and 
have started in Dudley. As well as alter¬ 
ations to routes, more postal workers are 
set to head out on their rounds in vans or 
with a trolley to deliver items rather than 
using traditional mail bags.

Deadline is fixed over waste burner 


A DECISION on whether to give 
controversial plans for a £120 
million waste incinerator near Kid¬ 
derminster the go-ahead will be 
made by April 23. 

It follows an eight-day public 
inquiry over proposals for the plant, 
which would be built at Hartlebury. 

Planning permission was granted 
by Worcestershire County Council 
in March but Communities and 


Local Government Secretary Eric 
Pickles called in the plans amid con¬ 
cerns. A final report is now being 
prepared for his department by the 
Planning Inspectorate. 

It will also contain a recommenda¬ 
tion. The final decision will then be 
announced by April 23, the county 
council have said. 

Campaign group Worcestershire 
Residents Against Incineration and 


Landfill raised thousands to put 
their case to the inquiry. The Wail 
committee submitted a 500-page 
dossier of objections. More than 
2,300 people signed a petition and 
1,100 letters of objection were sent. 

The group has argued that 
neither Mercia Waste Management 
nor Worcestershire County Council 
has looked at using alternative 
methods of waste disposal. 


The inquiry heard Ravensbank 
Business Park in Redditch was the 
first choice but was scrapped due to 
laws banning burning there. 

If the EnviRecover plant is built 
as planned, it will take in up to 
200,000 tons of waste from Here¬ 
fordshire and Worcestershire each 
year, and convert it into up to 15.5 
megawatts of electricity - enough to 
supply about 20,000 homes.

£2.5m for the cost of the 
buying the new trains. 

The two current Parry 
People Movers have carried 
one million passengers since 
they started operating at 
Stourbridge in May 2009 
including a record 11,332 in 
a week last October. 

The project, estimated at 
around £5 million, would 
involve creating stations 
and buying trains. 

The railcar models would 
be 17.5 metres long, capable 
of carrying 120 passengers 
and would cost around 
£850,000 each. 

Plans are at an early stage 
and details are still being 
drawn up.

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Firms see 
a drop in 
offences 

CRIME affecting firms in 
Dudley has fallen by 20 per 
cent in the past 12 months. 

Protecting employees and 
customers from abuse and 
physical violence have been 
among the top priorities for 
police in the region. 

Officers say they have 
worked hard in the commu¬ 
nity and with business 
leaders to reduce fear of 
anti-social behaviour for 
employees. 

New figures show 2,959 
offences were recorded 
taking place at or involving 
businesses in 2011. 

This is down 20.4 per cent 
from 3,720 in the previous 
12 months - a drop of 761 
recorded offences. 

Ch Insp Mark Bramwell, 
of Dudley police, said: “This 
is a great result for busi¬ 
nesses.

The Kidderminster to 
Bridgnorth line was closed 
down as more than a third of 
a mile of track leading to and 
through the 480-yard 
Bewdley Tunnel will be 
renewed. The public train 
service is due to resume on 
February 11. 


Fourth phase of roadworks get underway 


THE FOURTH phase of an 18-month pro¬ 
gramme of roadworks in Dudley town 
centre is under way. 

The scheme, being carried out by gas, 
electric, water and telecommunication com¬ 
panies and co-ordinated by Dudley Council, 
began in April last year. 

Work started in Wolverhampton Street 
from the junction of Trinity Road to 
Southalls Lane junction and is expected to 
take four weeks. 

It will be followed by work to the junction 
of Wolverhampton Street/High Street and 
the junction of High Street/Union Street. 
The roads will be closed at weekends only. 


Councillor Patrick Harley, cabinet 
member for transport, said: “This signifi¬ 
cant co-ordinated programme of works will 
bring long term benefits to the town, includ¬ 
ing a full resurfacing programme, which will 
take place this year. 

“The works have been progressing well 
and we aim to keep disruption to a minimum 
by only closing roads completely when 
absolutely necessary and by keeping car 
parks open. 

“I would like to thank traders and shop¬ 
pers for their patience during this time as 
well as the utility companies for their effi¬ 
ciency, hard work and co-operation which 


has kept the work on schedule. ” The work is 
affecting 64 roads in the town centre, 
although not all of the roads are being closed 
at the same time. 

The scheme has been unpopular with 
business owners who feared it would cause 
trade to slump. Among them was Janet 
Simpson, who runs Janet’s Hair and Beauty 
Products in Wolverhampton Street. 

She noticed a drop in customer numbers 
when Stafford Street was shut in the 
summer. Meanwhile work to resurface the 
eastbound stretch of the A456 Manor Way 
in Halesowen has also begun. 

The scheme is expected to take around 


three weeks. Council bosses say there will be 
some lane closures and a reduction in the 
speed limit to 40mph but traffic on the west¬ 
bound carriageway should not be affected. 

Councillor Harley said: “This important 
work will improve the driving conditions for 
motorists using the eastbound stretch of the 
A456 Manor Way. 

We aim to keep disruption to a minimum 
by only working between 9.30am and 
3.30pm each day and hope that people will 
bear with us during these few weeks.”

Decision over 
centre is due 

A DECISION on the future of Kiddermin¬ 
ster’s leisure centre and swimming pool is 
expected this month. 

A report is being drawn up following a 
consultation with residents in October and 
will go before the council’s cabinet on Jan¬ 
uary 31. 

It is expected it will make a recommen¬ 
dation to councillors which could spell the 
closure of the Wyre Forest Glades Leisure 
Centre. Under the proposals, the complex 
would shut and a replacement centre 
would be built at a location which has yet 
to be decided. 

There are also proposals to transfer the 
management of Stourport Sports Centre 
and Bewdley Leisure Centre over to local 
community groups as part of the same 
scheme. More than 500 people responded 
to the consultation on the plans with some 
63 per cent of respondents wanting to keep 
the current provision. 

Meanwhile 33 per cent supported an 
increase in council tax to fund a new build, 
with 47 per cent against and 10 per cent 
saying they had no real opinion. 

The most popular new facilities 
requested were a 25-metre pool, sports 
hall, gym, cafe and learner pool. 

Council leader John Campion said a 
report with a recommendation on whether 
the council should press ahead with the 
plans was being prepared. 


It had been stolen from Ian Bennett Engi¬ 
neering Ltd in Brierley Hill, Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court heard.

Mr David Truelove, prosecuting, said the 
“highly valuable” metal was stolen from the 
Mill Street firm on September 3. It was 
bound to make parts for cranes. 

Mr Shabeer Qureshi, defending, said Hig¬ 
gins - who has since shut down his busi¬ 
ness - was trying to “keep afloat” at the 
time. All four defendants were given 12- 
month community orders. 

Buckingham and Metembie, both of Val¬ 
ley Road, Lye, were told to carry out 180 
hours of unpaid work each, while Golden, of 
Wavell Road, Quarry Bank, must undergo 
12 months supervision as he is not suitable 
for work due to a drug problem. He was also 
disqualified from driving for 12 months, as 
he drove the car that transported the metal. 

Higgins must do 240 hours of unpaid 
work. All must pay £200 each in costs. 

M&S Metals Ltd in Reaves Street, Walsall 
have asked us to point out they have no con¬ 
nection to the firm Higgins ran in Shaw 
Road, Dudley.

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2,500 sign up against 
police station changes 



Chiefs meet campaigners 


Dudley MP Ian Austin and Assistant Chief Constable Sharon Rowe 


CAMPAIGNERS quizzed police 
chiefs about plans to reduce the 
opening hours of their station when 
they visited a Black Country town. 

Assistant Chief Constable Sharon 
Rowe and Chief Superintendent 
Keith Baldwin were shown around 
Dudley by MP Ian Austin, who has 
collected a 2,500-name petition 
against the plans. They were given a 
tour of the marketplace and the new 
Dudley College development before 
being taken to Roger Scott Menswear 


in Stone Street. Mr Scott, who helped 
collect the signatures, told police 
bosses he was “very concerned” 
about the proposals. The force is pro¬ 
posing to change the current opening 
hours of 7am to 10pm to 10am to 
6pm. He said:“It feels like the town is 
moving backwards rather than for¬ 
wards by cutting the police presence. 
It gives the impression Dudley is not 
worth looking after. People are trying 
to revitalise the town, this is not 
going to help.” 


AS MANY as 2,500 people have 
signed a petition against contro¬ 
versial plans to reduce the 
opening hours of Dudley police 
station’s front desk. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said the 
petition, signed by residents and traders, 
showed the high level of concern over the 
proposals. 

Leading police officers have met with 
traders and shoppers in Dudley town centre 
in an event organised by Mr Austin. West 
Midlands Police’s Assistant Chief Consta¬ 
ble, Sharon Rowe, was being taken on a tour 
of the High Street and town centre. 

The force is proposing to change the 
current opening hours of 7am to 10pm to 
10am to 6pm. Halesowen and Stourbridge 
police station could also have their opening 
hours cut overnight as part of the plans 
affecting 12 stations in the West Midlands. 

Mr Austin said: “I think the police do a 
fantastic job and Sharon Rowe should be 
praised for making the effort to come down 
to hear for herself why the majority of resi¬ 
dents and shop owners are opposed to these 
plans. 

Threatened 

“Dudley is the largest town on the list of 
places threatened by closure and I don’t 
think there’s anywhere of a similar size in 
the region that would not have a station 
open to the public in the evening. 

“The fact that nearly 2,500 residents and 
counting have signed our petition shows the 
level of concern.” 

Mr Austin submitted the petition to a 
meeting of West Midlands Police Authority 
last month where it was announced the con¬ 
sultation deadline would be extended to 
January 15. 

The proposal is part of the battle by West 
Midlands Police to save £126 million over 
the next four years. 

ACC Rowe said: “There has been a good 
debate around the proposals, which we 
expected and encourage. 

“We are really keen to hear the public’s 
views on the proposed changes and would 
encourage people to give their views.

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Preparations underway 
to get chairlift mow'ng

The final preparations are being 
made before a £117,000 project to 
restore Dudley Zoo’s chairlift gets 
under way in April. 

The renovations are expected to take 12 
weeks to complete and bosses hope to open 
the attraction to visitors in the middle of 
July. All of the chairlift’s 47 chairs will be 
refurbished along with the roller system 
which carries the cable and the engine. It 
will carry visitors from the zoo’s lower level 
near the main entrance up the hill to the 
11th century Dudley Castle in two minutes. 

There will be panoramic views across 
Sandwell to Birmingham while families 
travel directly over flamingoes, llamas and 
rare breed sheep grazing on the banks. 

Chief executive Peter Suddock, said: “We 
are currently finalising details to allow the 
schedule to start in April so the chairlift will 
be open to visitors by the middle of July. 

“We are so thrilled this is happening. One 
of the most common questions we are asked 
by national and overseas visitors is ‘when’s 
the chairlift going to be running?’ so we are 
very well aware that the refurbishment will 
create lots of interest. 

Drawings 

“We have all the original drawings, and 
despite its age the changes mainly centre on 
cosmetic refurbishment where the chairlift 
has suffered exposure to the elements, and 
slight modification to the T-bars on the 
chairs. 

“It’s a fantastic piece of machinery and a 
tribute to 1950s engineering techniques.” 

The chairlift opened to visitors on May 11, 
1958 and within six months had carried 
more than 154,000 passengers. The journey 
cost six pence but 2012 passengers will be 
able to use it for free. 

Funding for the project has come from a 
£1.2million bid for Heritage Lottery 
Funding, which will also see the restoration 
of four of the site’s 12 listed modernist struc¬ 
tures.

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images show revamp 
will modernise school 

NEW IMAGES have been unveiled 
which show how a primary school 
near Kidderminster could look 
once it has undergone a long- 
awaited overhaul. 

The scheme at Cookley Sebright Primary 
School will see a new extension, the demoli¬ 
tion of a swimming pool and classrooms and 
the removal of temporary buildings. 

The plans have been in the pipeline for 
several years and a planning application for 
the work has been submitted to Worcester¬ 
shire County Council. 

Worcestershire’s planing department will 
make a decision on the scheme but Wyre 
Forest District Council has also been con¬ 
sulted as the scheme falls within its area. 

Worcestershire County Council spokes¬ 
woman Charlotte Broome said: “At present 
there is no timescale for a decision.” 

The school was built in 1884 although 
there have been a number of additions and 
extensions over the years, predominantly 
between 1966-1970 when flat-roofed class- 
The school will have a modern appearance, with more space for pupils room blocks were added to the front and 

back of the site. 

Modern 

The new images, released by the county 
council, show the revamped school will have 
more of a modern look, with more space for 
youngsters to enjoy. 

The proposals have been drawn up by 
county council chiefs amid concerns that 
there is a lack of group spaces in the existing 
building and that some classrooms can only 
be accessed through the hall or other teach¬ 
ing areas. There are also concerns that 
many of the facilities are undersized and 
unsuitable for some of the older children 
and that the buildings have a high running 
cost. 

Under the plans the “substandard ele¬ 
ments” of the existing school, which are 
impracticable to extend or upgrade, will be 
demolished but the historic parts of the 
building will be retained and adapted to suit 
the requirements of a larger school. 

A new extension will be built to the back 
of the old school which will offer improved 
accommodation.

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Extra traveller sites are 
put forward for town 


Wyre Forest Council is putting 
forward an extra four possible 
locations for gipsy and traveller 
sites - all of them in Stourport. 

They are on top of three Stourport sites 
already recommended for gipsy and trav¬ 
eller camps. 

It follows a hotly-debated public consul¬ 
tation on the controversial issue. 

Councillors ditched proposed sites in 
Bewdley, Wolverley and Cookley from their 
shortlist, as well as another site at Manor 
Farm in Stourport, following a storm of 
opposition from local residents. 

But Councillor Fran Oborski, who chairs 
the district’s Local Development Frame¬ 
work (LDF) panel, said there were less 
than 20 objections to sites in the Sandy 
Lane area of Stourport, where three of the 
newly suggested locations are. 

Councillor Oborski added: “Gipsies have 
been in the Wyre Forest for over 100 years 
and most live in the area around Sandy 
Lane. “The proposed sites are in that area. 
It’s hard to talk about fairness - we can’t 
put a gipsy site where gipsies don’t want to 


be.” The LDF panel will, on January 16, 
consider - in a private session - recommen¬ 
dations from council officers to turn a tem¬ 
porary permission for eight pitches at The 
Gatehouse site in Sandy Lane into a per¬ 
manently allowed traveller camp. 

The panel will also discuss the possibility 
of having six pitches on another Sandy 
Lane plot and one in Broach Road. 

Funfair 

Land off Wilden Lane’s industrial estate 
is also proposed to house the “cold season” 
site for the Jennings funfair family, due to 
move from its current base in Long Bank, 
Bewdley. 

Following the earlier public consulta¬ 
tion, sites at Saiwen and Nunn’s Corner in 
Sandy Lane and Gables Yard, Broach Road, 
were approved by councillors. 

The LDF panel will recommend which of 
the newly-proposed sites are put forward to 
be considered at a public meeting of Wyre 
Forest’s Overview and Scrutiny Commit¬ 
tee on January 30 at 6pm in Stourport 
Civic Hall. The public can book in advance 
to speak.

Group wants 
to run old HQ 

A COMMUNITY group has been launched with the aim of 
keeping a long-serving civic building in Wyre Forest open to 
the public. 

Wyre Forest District Council announced it would be 
moving out of the Stourport Civic Centre next year to move 
into new headquarters - sparking fears it would be closed 
down. But a business case has been submitted to the 
authority for the site to be transferred to the ownership of 
a holding company made up of community groups. 

Now the Friends of the Civic group has been set up to 
move the plans forward and have held their first meeting. 

The group is looking for volunteers willing to get involved 
in the running of the site. Members will also be on hand to 
answer questions about its aims and plans for the future. 

Vice chairman of the group, John Caldwell, said: “The 
purpose of the friends is to support us in providing a venue 
for the community. 

“Income from friends subscriptions will make a valuable 
contribution towards fund-raising for items which in turn 
enables us to provide better services for the community.” 

If the takeover plans go through, the council would also 
provide a £500,000 launch fund. 

Under the business plan, the holding company would 
take over ownership of the centre in June 2012. 

The company would include representatives for Stour¬ 
port Town Council, Stourport Forward and the Friends of 
the Civic. 

The company would own and manage the site and the 
Friends would also manage the adjacent theatre. The 
offices at the site would be used by private and public organ¬ 
isations. The plan has been developed over the past year by 
the Stourport Facilities Project Steering Group which 
includes members of the town council, district councillors 
and a county councillor.

Make do and mend is 
making a comeback 


“MAKE DO and Mend” was 
once a phrase only heard of 
in wartime Britain but now 
the philosophy is enjoying a 
resurgence. 

Whether it’s the worldwide reces¬ 
sion, concern for the environment or 
the latest celebrity trend - Make Do 
and Mend (MDM) is making a come¬ 
back. 

In 1940s Britain, MDM was a 
necessity as clothes rationing was 
introduced and pre-war clothing fac¬ 
tories switched their production 
lines to the war effort. Official 
advice from the government was to 
“always carry a needle and cotton 
and mending silk with you - this will 
save many a ladder in stockings or 
prevent the loss of buttons”. 

Clothing coupons were intro¬ 
duced but with each 15-month per¬ 
sonal clothing allowance including

just one pair of socks every four 
months, one shirt every 20 months, 
and one jacket every two years - a 
stitch in time saved coupons as well 
as clothes. 

New life for old sheets was the 
battle cry from Mrs Sew-and-Sew, a 
cartoon character created by the 
government during World War II to 
encourage women to make do and 
save buying new. A MDM leaflet by 
the Ministry of Information states, 
“Not only sheets but all your house¬ 
hold things must be made the very 
most of.” 

Kay Reynolds from Dudley said: 
“When I was growing up in Oldbury 
in the early fifties my mother still 


cut worn bed sheets down the centre 
to extend their life. 

She would turn them over and re¬ 
stitch them, tucking the worn areas 
under the mattress. 

Then when the sheets were too 
worn to use they were cut down for 
pillow cases before finally becoming 
dusters and dish cloths. Nothing 
went to waste.” 

“Frayed shirt cuffs would be 
unpicked, flipped over and sewn 
back on - the frayed edges neatly 
hidden away.” 

Utility furniture was also avail¬ 
able and those who had lost their 
homes in air raids and newly weds 
were some of those who could apply. 

Long before anyone had coined 
the term recycling - our grandmoth¬ 
ers were already skilled experts. 
Perhaps, in these tough times, we 
need to take a leaf out of the history 
books and practise the 3R’s of Recy¬ 
cling, Renewing and Reinventing.

Wort to link tourist attractions 


DIGGERS are expected to move in to 
start a multi-million pound project to 
link two tourist attractions in a Black 
Country town by the end of the 
month, it was revealed today. 

Final preparations are being made for work 
to start on land around the Castle Hill area of 
Dudley town centre. 

The project will see a joint access created to 
Dudley Zoo, the Black Country Living Museum 
and Dudley Canal Trust from Tipton Road. 

The scheme will also see a new arrival centre 
built, and a number of other projects com¬ 
pleted. 

The first task will be to clear the area ready 
for a link road to be built between the sites. 

An exact date has not been set but council 
regeneration chief Angus Adams said a start 


was expected “very shortly” and that plans 
were “progressing well”. 

Detailed plans are being drawn up for the 
road, which will run from near the Trading 
Post premises in Castle Hill to the back of the 
museum in nearby Tipton Road. 

The road will also provide access to the Dud¬ 
ley Canal Trust which is at the back of the 
museum. 

Shared 

The scheme also includes a large car park 
which would be shared by the borough attrac¬ 
tions. 

Council chiefs are now planning a pro¬ 
gramme of road closures for the area while the 
work is due to be carried out. 

The £10m scheme will see the creation of a 
new hotel and shopping precinct on vacant land 
next to the proposed site of the new Dudley 


Archives building. It is hoped the project will 
pave the way for dozens of new businesses and 
turn the district into a tourism and leisure hub 
which will help regenerate the town and pro¬ 
vide much-needed jobs. 

The foundation of this hub will be created 
with the building of a shared arrival point and 
car parking for visitors coming to the three 
attractions. 

Councillor Adams said: “Plans have been 
moving quickly but they are still quite liquid at 
the moment. 

“There have been no delays and preparations 
are going well so we can expect to start work 
shortly,” added Councillor Adams. 

The work is just one of many projects which 
are designed to breath new life into the town 
centre which is currently bidding to become a 
city. 


Labourer thought stun 
weapon was child’s toy 


A LABOURER picked up what he thought 
was a “toy” on a children’s playground - but 
it turned out to be a banned stun gun, a 
court heard. 

The device, which was a plastic knuckle¬ 
duster with a built-in stun gun, was found 
by Richard Williams, from Dudley, on a play 
area in Hill Top Park, West Bromwich. 

But he ended up in court after police were 
called to his home by a member of his family 
and the gun was handed over. 

Williams, aged 42, of Selbourne Road, 
admitted possessing the stun gun, which 
could emit an electrical discharge, and Dud¬ 
ley magistrates ordered him to do 100 hours 
community service and pay £85 costs. 

The court also ordered the destruction of 
the weapon. Mr Richard Burch, defending, 


said if Williams had not picked it up, a child 
could have found it and injured themselves. 

Mr Burch told the court: “It was a matter 
of curiosity killed the cat. He thought it was 
a children’s toy. He had no realisation that 
what he was doing was illegal. 

“A Taser or stun gun is prohibited for 
anyone to have - you don’t have to have a 
guilty mind. 

“It is a criminal offence merely to have it, 
even though you don’t necessarily know 
what it is. 

“If a child had picked it up, the child 
might have injured him or herself. 

“So he did some good by picking it up.” 

He said Wiliams had recently been suffer¬ 
ing depression and stress following an 
unhappy divorce.

Danger of missing out on 
£185m European funding 


NEW RESEARCH 
published last week 
shows the West Mid¬ 
lands was hit harder 
during the downturn 
than anywhere else in 
Britain - and is taking 
longer to recover. 

The West Midlands suf¬ 
fered a 4.5 per cent fall in 
employment - more than 
any other region, while out¬ 
put shrank by 1.6 per cent. 

These new figures prove 
we need extra help to get the 
West Midlands moving and 
attract new industries and 
jobs. 

We’ve got more than our 
fair share of the country’s 
low skilled and I think we 
need more than our fair 
share of the resources the 
Government is making 
available. 

I’ve written to George 
Osborne to ask him to meet 
with me - and a cross-party 
group of the region’s MPs - 
so we can discuss this chal¬ 
lenge. 

The Government says it 
wants to rebalance Britain’s 
economy away from finan¬ 
cial services and over-heated 
London and the South East 
- and I welcome that. 

But the only way it will be 
able to do that is by helping 
us bring new industries and 
new jobs to the West Mid¬ 
lands.

nated European funding. 

The West Midlands is eli¬ 
gible for more than £270 
million from the European 
Regional Development Fund 
which exists to boost growth 
and jobs. 

The Government has yet 
to put in place a mechanism 
for allocating the funding, 
following the abolition of the 
agency that used to distrib¬ 
ute the money - Advantage 
West Midlands. 

Now, if this does not take 
place in time, we will lose 
two thirds of the money 
which will automatically 
revert to the Treasury. 

It beggars belief that 
when our region is crying 
out for cash and investment, 
this government’s actions 
are putting £185million of 
potential funding at risk. 

Strong support for UTC in 
Dudley 

Thanks to everyone who’s 
taken the time to fill in my 
survey on opening a Univer¬ 
sity Technical College in 


Dudley. An overwhelming 
majority of people were in 
favour of the idea and think 
it would have a positive 
impact on the education and 
career prospects of young 
people in Dudley. 

UTCs offer a specialist 
education to give 14-19 year 
olds the skills needed to 
work in technical, high- 
skilled industries such as 
engineering and advanced 
manufacturing as well as 
traditional subjects such as 
Maths and English and are 
sponsored by a university 
and a local business. 

I’ve been working closely 
with Dudley College to make 
this happen and we’ve 
already got Aston Univer¬ 
sity and local businesses on 
board.

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Another court battle now 
looming over mosque bid 


CONTROVERSIAL £6 million mosque 
plans in Dudley are set to be thrashed 
out in yet another courtroom battle 
after Muslim leaders lodged a fresh 
defence with High Court judges. 

Dudley Muslim Association has submitted 
new papers with the High Court in London in a 
bid to block Dudley Council’s plans to buy back 
land earmarked for the development. 


Plan to turn bank into pizza 
bar is thrown out by council 


PROPOSALS were rejected to 
transform a bank into a restau¬ 
rant and takeaway pizzeria in a 
Black Country high street over 
parking concerns. 

The former Barclays Bank, in 
Lye High Street, opposite Christ 
Church, had been earmarked for 
redevelopment. 

But the plans caused an outcry 


Dudley Council managed to get many of the 
group’s arguments for stopping the buy-back 
plan thrown out by judges at a court hearing in 
November. 

It had hoped the move would prevent the 
need for a trial later this year between the two 
parties bidding to wrestle control of the Hall 
Street site. 

But Dudley Muslim Association was given 
time to resubmit its defence. And the council 
has said it had now been 
lodged with the High Court 
in London. 

Dudley Council leader, 
Councillor Les Jones, said: 
“The Dudley Muslim Associ¬ 
ation has put in an amended 
defence to the High Court, 
which the council is currently 
considering.” 

Details of what the Dudley 
Muslim Association’s defence 
contains have not yet been 
revealed. Dudley Muslim 
Association chairman, Dr 
Khurshid Ahmed, was

unavailable for comment. It is not known when 
judges will run the rule over the amended 
defence to decide if it is substantial enough to 
allow the trial to go ahead. 

If High Court judges uphold the Dudley Mus¬ 
lim Association’s defence a full trial is still 
scheduled to take place between June and Octo¬ 
ber. Dudley Council was given the right to buy 
back the land if the mosque had not been sub¬ 
stantially built by 2009. Dudley Council and the 
association have been at loggerheads with the 
plans for six years. 

Original 

The council’s development control committee 
refused the original plans on February 27, 2007, 
against the advice of its own planning officers. 

But in July 2008 the planning inspectorate 
reversed Dudley Council’s decision, granting 
outline planning permission for the mosque, 
after an appeal by the Dudley Muslim Associa¬ 
tion. Dudley Council’s planning committee 
threw out the association’s most recent full 
planning application in September amid thou¬ 
sands of objections from residents. Yet the asso¬ 
ciation could still appeal that decision to the 
planning inspectorate. 


Order on 
father for 
cannabis 

A FATHER-OF-TWO who 
was growing cannabis in his 
cellar has been given a 12- 
month community order. 

Police officers arrived at 
Mark Toogood’s home in 
William Street, Brierley Hill 
on an unrelated matter 
when they made the discov¬ 
ery on September 30. They 
could smell cannabis coming 
from a cellar with bright 
lights seen shining under¬ 
neath the doorway, Dudley 
Magistrates Court heard. 

Mr David Truelove, pros¬ 
ecuting, said they found 19 
plants of about 10 inches tall 
growing underneath three 
hydroponic lamps. 

Toogood, aged 25, pleaded 
guilty to production of a 
class B drug. 

Mr Mohammed Fiaz, 
defending, said Toogood, 
who is out of work, had 
bought the plants for £50. 

He added: “This was a 
new venture for him to use 
the house to grow cannabis, 
which he was addicted to.” 
Toogood was ordered to pay 
£85 costs. 


Plan for bar 
leading way 

PLANS to transform a derelict former wine bar in Dudley 
town centre have been approved paving the way for the 
next stage of a regeneration scheme. 

Merlin’s Cafe and Wine Bar, in Wolverhampton Street, has 
been boarded up for years. 

But it has been earmarked for renovation as part of a 
£4.3 million masterplan. The council wants to redevelop ail¬ 
ing buildings in the town centre conservation area and 
bring them back into use. The premises have been mar¬ 
keted for let by Lex Allan Estate Agents in Stourbridge. 

Dudley Council’s planning department has now approved 
the proposal for the refurbishment of existing building and 
the erection of new gates and fencing at the premises. 

In a report the council’s environment and planning direc¬ 
tor, John Millar, said: “It is considered that the develop¬ 
ment would enhance and preserve the character of the 
conservation area as well as improving the appearance of 
the actual buildings.” 

A series of conditions have been placed on the scheme by 
planners. This includes ensuring building work starts 
within three years, submitting more detailed architectural 
plans and looking at plans for double glazing. 

The restoration project is being part-funded by the Dud¬ 
ley Townscape Heritage Initiative, which is a Heritage Lot¬ 
tery and Advantage West Midlands-funded programme to 
bring “sympathetic improvements” to historic buildings in 
Dudley town centre. The grade II listed Crown pub in 
Wolverhampton Street was the first building to be restored 
in 2010 and is now acting as the headquarters for New Her¬ 
itage. Jigsaw Youth Theatre was granted permission to use 
the ground and first floors of the pub for productions last 
year. Youth theatre project manager Andrew Coulter sub¬ 
mitted plans to use the building for small-scale shows on a 
temporary basis until April 2013.

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Dog owners are hit with 
fines over pets fouling 


SCORES of dog owners across the region are 
being fined for allowing their pets to foul in 
public places - but new figures released 
show that some authorities are cracking 
down on the problem harder than others. 

In Dudley, Wolverhampton and Sandwell, 
more than 150 people have been issued fixed 
penalty notices in recent months after being 
caught letting their dogs mess in public. But 
neither Walsall or South Staffordshire 
Council handed out any fines during the 
course of last year. 

Council chiefs in those areas say instead 
of immediately fining a person, they will 
issue a warning or, if there is a persistent 
problem in one location, they will put up 
anti-fouling signs. Dudley insists the 
problem needs tough action and have 


warned dog owners could end up in court. 
There were 50 fines of £50 handed out 
across the borough in 2010/11 and 31 since 
April 1 last year. Sandwell Council issued 
111 fixed penalty notices, while Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council fined 14 people. 

Councillor David Stanley, environment 
boss in Dudley, said: “Recent court prosecu¬ 
tions and fines should send a clear warning 
to dog owners that they must clear up after 
their pets. We will not tolerate this kind of 
anti-social behaviour anywhere in the 
borough and will not hesitate to take a court 
prosecution where appropriate.” 

South Staffordshire Council spokesman 
Jamie Angus said: “We feel education is 
important and we undertake regular 
patrols, talking to dog owners. 


Widow's tribute after tragedy 



Tragedy canoeist David Smith 


THE WIDOW of an experi¬ 
enced Black Country 
canoeist killed in a 
Cornish river gorge today 
paid tribute to him as a 
“much-loved and dedi¬ 
cated” husband and 
father. 

David Smith died on New Year’s 
Day after falling from his canoe as 
he navigated his way down a 
steep-sided gorge along the rain- 
swollen River Fowey at Golitha 
Falls. 

The 49-year-old father-of-three 
was one of two members of 
Bewdley-based Wyre Forest Canoe 
Club killed in separate accidents 


within just 24 hours. Steve Wall, 
48, from Ludlow, died in the River 
Teme. 

The tragedy involving Mr 
Smith, who worked as an insur¬ 
ance claims assessor, happened 
during a family holiday in Corn¬ 
wall. 

Police say he is believed to have 
been canoeing alone. 

Experience 

Mr Smith, who worked as an 
insurance claims assessor, was a 
qualified canoeist with 16 years’ 
experience, said his wife, Vanessa, 
who has now returned to the 
family home in Oldswinford. 

Mrs Smith added: “David was a 
much-loved and dedicated 


husband and father.” Mr Smith 
was pulled from the river, on the 
southern edge of Bodmin Moor 
after police received reports that a 
canoeist had fallen out of his canoe 
and was reportedly clinging to a 
rock at Draynes, near Liskeard, at 
around 3.30pm. 

He was winched up by a search 
and rescue helicopter and flown to 
Derriford Hospital in Plymouth, 
where attempts were made to 
resuscitate him. 

Mrs Smith said: “The family 
would like to thank the emergency 
services, who were absolutely fan¬ 
tastic.” Wyre Forest Canoe Club 
chairman Eric Buchan said the 
club was “in shock” following the 
deaths.

Clio Raider and the lost art of hot hatch driving 


IT’S NOT often that a car makes 
you feel quite like this, but then 
the Renaultsport Clio 200, based 
on the oh-so-ordinary French 
hatchback, is more than a little 
bit special. 

This is actually a special edition called 
the Raider, and its matt ‘Stealth Grey’ 
paint finish gives it the sort of fighter- 
bomber look that its name deserves. 

It’s a fully kitted-out Clio 200 with a few 
special touches to define the edition. 

The Renaultsport Clio is a bit of an icon, 
with heritage stretching back to the 1980s 
and the spiced-up versions of the Renault 
5. 

That passed its DNA down to the Clio 
Williams, now a modern classic and highly 
sought-after, and then to the first Clio 172 
at the turn of the millennium. 

Every single one of them was an 
absolute blast to drive, with intoxicating 
handling and fizzy engines. 

Several generations later, with only a 
minor hiccup in the shape of the first Clio 
197 in 2006, and the range has reached a 
new pinnacle with the Clio 200 Raider. 

Never mind the special equipment over 
a normal 200, such as the unique wheels, 
standard Carminat TomTom Live satnav 
(or Renaultsport Monitor - your choice), 
standard Cup chassis and Renaultsport

touches on the gear knob and rev 
counter. What really pulls you in to this car 
is its reputation for the way it drives, and 
the way it drives is unlike anything else in 
hot hatchdom. 

In a field of turbocharged rivals, the Clio 
is technically slower in the real world — you 
can’t just plant your foot on the throttle 
and bask in a wave of torque. 

But what you get in return is a wonder¬ 
fully rev-hungry engine that sucks you 
into the driving experience as sure as a 
whirlpool would suck in a baby seal. 

Standards 

As you push the engine past 7,000rpm 
and snick the wonderfully weighted gear 
lever up though the close-ratio gearbox, 
you’re hooked. 

It’s a high-revving engine by modern 
standards, leaving 7,000rpm well behind 
before hitting the rev limiter. 

It sounds good, and it’s loud enough to 
get your blood pumping without deafening 
the cows in the next field. 

From the very first corner you reach, you 
realise that the communication the 
chassis was feeding you on the way into it 
translates to a wonderful steering feel 
through the turn, with a neutral chassis 
balance that responds instantly to throttle 



and steering inputs. 

It feels planted but at the same time so 
alive, with as much feedback as you could 
wish for coursing through every contact 
point — and note the special, perfectly 
shaped leather Recaro seats. 

The togetherness and cohesiveness of 
the finished article is outstanding. It feels 
as though it was made from one solid lump 
of brilliance. 

In no time you’re driving it as though it’s 
just an extension of yourself, if you’ll 
forgive me getting all Zen. 

Turn-in is crisp, instant and accurate, 
guided by peerless feel at the wheel. The 
rack could possibly benefit from being a 
little faster, but the grip, balance and 
sheer driving delight that it constantly 
throws up along a twisty road is just 
superb. 

Even the ride, bearing in mind the 18- 
inch wheels, stiff suspension and low- 
profile tyres, is remarkably well 
controlled. 

The spring and damper rates are just 
about perfect, so even on rough roads, the 
ride is never crashy or harsh. 

You can’t be lazy or relaxed in this car, 
and that’s key. When you CAN take it 
easy, you tend to most of the time. When 
you can’t, you’re forced to step your game 
up; to try to live up to the car. 

The Clio Raider demands great driving 


technique to do it justice but it offers 
rewards none of its rivals can. If it were to 
have an Achilles heel, it would be that not 
everyone wants to have to work hard to go 
quickly, no matter how exciting the experi¬ 
ence. 

Some people just want to lean back and 
feel a wave of turbocharged torque, and 
the Clio can’t provide that. 

Experience 

And then there’s the price. 

The Raider’s list price is 
£21,695, which is 
almost £5,000 
more than the 


Cup, which offers the same driving experi¬ 
ence without the gadgets. For the people 
who still want to feel the adrenaline and 
know it’s because they’ve mastered driving 
the shining star among hot hatchbacks, 
there’s nothing to touch any Clio 200. 

At the end of the day, the Raider’s extra 
spec makes it more special to own, but the 
raw experience is on offer for a lot less 
cash.

Wolves 

WOLVES could, and should, have 
secured their passage into the FA 
Cup fourth round at St Andrew’s. 

Instead they will attempt to do 
it at Molineux on Tuesday in a 
replay nobody wanted, coming 
three days after a trip to Totten¬ 
ham for Wolves and one of seven 
games in 29 days for City. 

Wolves have no-one to blame 
but themselves for failing to secure 
at first attempt a fourth round trip 
to Sheffield United but Blues 
keeper Colin Doyle didn’t help. 
Let’s not forget, while the teams 
are now in different divisions, 
there was only one point between 


them at the end of last season, 
which might explain how they 
couldn’t be separated. 

At the final whistle, eight of the 
Wolves team on the pitch were 
from the Championship-winning 
side of 2008-09 - Kevin Foley, 
Richard Stearman, Christophe 
Berra, Stephen Ward, Michael 
Kightly, Karl Henry, Matt Jarvis 
and Sylvan Ebanks-Blake. For all 
their efforts, it was perhaps a lack 
of quality that prevented them 
winning at the first attempt. 

Ebanks-Blake was the biggest 


culprit, for while he fired a toe- 
poked effort straight at Doyle in 
the first half after brilliantly turn¬ 
ing Curtis Davies, there was less 
sympathy for him for blazing over 
from near the penalty spot after 
Kightly’s cross dropped invitingly 
for him in the 58th minute.
